A violent man enticeth his neighbour, 
and leadeth him into the way that is not 
good.

He that is slow to anger is better than 
the mighty ; and he that ruleth his spirit 
than he that taketh a city. 

The lot is cast into the lap ; but the

He that is slow to wrath is of great un- 
derstanding. 

Be ye angry and sin not : let not the 
sun go down upon your wrath.

A soft answer turneth away wrath.

A wrathful man stirreth up strife : but 
he that is slow to anger appeaseth strife.

In the multitude of words there wanteth 
not sin ; but he that refraineth his lips is 
wise. 

It is sport to a fool to do mischief: but

In six days the Lord made heaven and 
earth, the sea, and all that in them is, and 
rested the seventh day ; wherefore the Lord 
blessed the sabbath day, and hallowed it.
